Gentlemen of the Jury:

It is not necessary that each of the
parties should in person commit the
uniawful aet, or ‘that they should be
present, or even in the jurisdiction of
this court at the time of the commis-
sion of the overt act. if it was fairly
within the contemplation of their
agreement that sthe overt act was to
be done by one o1 more of the asso-
ciates within the jurisdiction of this
court, then the overt act of one is
the act of all, and renders all of the
associates indictable within this juris-
diction, if any overt act was commit-
ted herein.
